There  is  no  evidence  of  any  plumbo- 
solvcnt  tendency.

' '/HOOPING  COUGH  & MEASLES. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  in  the  early  months  of  the  year, 
mainly  affecting  the  younger  age-groups.  There  were  no  deaths. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Six  cases  were  notified,  all  of  #hom  recovered. 

SCABIES . 

Two  cases  were  treated  at  hospitals  under  the  County  Council 
scheme.  There  was  little  evidence  of  any  marked  prevalence.
